Such is the Testimony of Baldridge, 
the Killer, in Preliminary Hearing 


Muskogee, I. T., July 13.—A sensa­ 
tion was sprung iii the examining trial 
aft Checotah yesterday of Jack Bald­ 
ridge, alias many other names, charg- 
* 
ed with the murder of Deputy Sam 
* 
Roberts and the wounding of Deputy 
Sapper, for which Ben and Eugene 
Titsworth of Porum, are also held, 
when Baldridge turned states evidence 
on the Titsworths, and said on the 
stand that the Titsworths had agreed 
to give him $3000 to kill the two dep­ 
uty m arshals, and that they had ad­ 
vanced him $25 after the shooting. 
Baldridge said the Titworths had 
^ 
hauled him to the Titsworth home, 
where they had him take off the new 
suit of clothes which they had given 
him the day before for fear he would 
be recognized. 
They put him in a 


wagon and hauled him to the edge of 
the woods, where they left him. and 
where the father of Baldridge had 
agreed to come for him in a wagon in 
which they both were to leave the 
country. 
The fact that the deputy marshals at 
Porum suspected Baldridge, Sr., and 
watched him so that he was unable to 
go to the rendezvous resulted in the 
capture of Baldridge by Marshal Bud 
Ledbetter. 
J. W. Atkinson, who was arrested 
with Baldridge and who claims to be 


his brother, pleaded guilty to being 
an accessory to the crime in that he 


had delivered $20 to Baldridge from 


the Titsworths while Baldridge was 


hiding in the woods.

Guthrie, Okla., July 12.—The list of 
objections made in Washington sup­ 
posedly by Oklahoma people to the 
proposed constitution has been given 
to the public by Attorney General Bo­ 
naparte, aud copies are supposed to be 
in the m ails addresed to President 
Murray and Delegate Ledbetter. They 
embrace fifteen counts aud a “tiger,” 
covering sections of the bill of rights, 
suffrage, corporation and apportion­ 
ment provisions. The ‘ tiger” is a gen­ 
eral summing up of the alleged worth­ 
lessness of the document as a consti­ 
tution. which is classed as a code of 
general laws the convention had no 
authority to make. 
It is understood by 
giving this information to the conven­ 
tion the law office leaves no indication 
of its feeling in tile matter. 
Nine of the objections were remedied 
yesterday and today. Those yet unmet 
are the complaints against the legis­ 
lative apportionment, the right of the 
state to engage in any business under 
the limitations set forth, the method of 
canvassing election returns described 
as the “Goebel election law,” method 
of classifying property t for taxation, 
provision for separate schools for the 
whites and blacks, and division of Ok­ 
lahoma counties, as well as tin' county 
apportionment in indian Territory. It 
is indicated tonight that the election 
law' may be modified so that practi­ 
cally the entire authority of opening 
and publishing the election returns 
jwill not be lodged with the speaker of 


j the house, and it is admitted the appor­ 
tionment will be made satisfactory up­ 
on figures obtained from the territorial 
government. 
There will be no sidestepping upon 
|the sparate school proposition, neither 
will a revision of the county bounda- 
1 ides be undertaken. 
The right of the 
j state to engage in any business for 
jthe purpose of destroying trusts and 
|monopolies is looked upon as a fun­ 
damental not to be surrendered. 
The 
i initiative and referendum, one of the 
matters complained of. may he amend­ 
ed further to meet the most exacting 
criticism. 
This will perhaps include 
a form of oath obligating those voting 
, on laws at the polls under this pro­ 
vision. to support the federal and state 
constitutions, which would, in a sense, 
render them members of the legisla­ 
ture. 
, 
The demoortic caucus is in session 
tonight cleaning up the other changes 
in contemplation and to close up the 
apportionment, which has been a great­ 
er undertaking than at first anticipat­ 
ed. 
The convention believes it will 
be able to term inate m atters by to­ 
morrow night, which will include the

President Murray urges all 
delegates to be in Guthrie Monday 
morning for this formality, as no sig­ 
natures will be accepted after the elec­ 
tion is proclaimed.

changed by the legislature.

He took up the study of railroad 
questions and one of the conclusions 
which he reached was that the govern­ 
ment should carefully regulate pas­ 
senger and freight charges, and that 
to do it effectively It should have repre­ 
sentation on the boards of directors 
of all the trunk lines. 
He made this a 
chief plhnk in his platform and can­ 
vassed the state. His views, while they 
attracted considerable attention, fail­ 
ed to attract a majority of the party, 
and he was defeated. 
That was long 
before the day of strong anti-railroad 
agitation, and seven years before the 
creation of the interstate commerce 
commission. 
The announcement that the presi­ 
dent was considering a schenm of gov­ 
ernm ent ownership that would give 
the government representation on the 
boards of directors of the chief rail­ 
roads of the country has created far 
more interest in Washington than any 
news of a political nature since the

“I know of several sponge farms in 
the Mediterranean that pay well,” said 
the druggist. “The sponge in the past 
was alway* gathered wild, like the 
clam.
